I wish  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1965  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  your  district. 

It  contains  information  requested  in  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  1/66 

national  assistance  act  1947.  section  47 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  persons,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are 
in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

No  such  action  was  taken  in  1965. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  90  live  births  giving  a rate  of  16.39  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  14.03  in  1965.  The  rate  for  the  County  was  14.93. 

There  were  8 illegitimate  births,  1 still  birth,  7 home  confinements 
and  1 premature  birth.

SEWERS 


The  Council  approved  extensive  schemes  for  the  renewal  of  the  outfall 
sewer  and  for  various  lengths  of  sewer  in  the  town.  Unfortunately  these 
did  not  receive  Ministerial  approval  during  the  year  for  two  reasons 

(1)  r^he  flooding  problem  had  not  been  resolved. 

(2)  The  likelihood  of  a new  town  being  built  close  to  the  Newtown  area 
had  not  been  decided. 

However,  one  length  of  sewer  in  MLlfcad  Road  was  under  construction. 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  existing  sewers  was  carried  out. 

Two  floods  occurred  in  December  and  on  both  occasions  the  sewage 
farm  was  flooded  and  pumping  station  was  out  of  action  being  submerged 
under  flood  water. 

Normally  the  pumping  station  functions  satisfactorily  and  the  sewage  farm 
functions  as  well  as  this  method  of  disposal  can. 

HOUSING. 

115  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  15  by  private  enterprise. 

These  houses  built  at  Maesyrhandir  are  to  Parker  Morris  Standards, 
including  the  provision  of  central  heating  by  ducted  warm  air. 

These  houses  were  primarily  intended  for  people  from  slum  clearance  areas 
but  a few  were  allocated  to  Council  house  applicants  and  to  key  workers. 

The  process  of  slum  clearance  continued.  It  is  estimated  that  some 
350  houses  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  last  ten  years.  But  the  problem 
still  remains  and  there  are  still  approximately  200  houses  to  be  dealt  with. 

Again  it  is  unfortunate  that  I have  to  report  the  occurrence  of  two 
floods  in  December.  Although  not  of  the  magnitude  of  the  1964  flood,  it 
did  cause  inconvenience,  but  the  improved  warning  system  gave  people 
adequate  time  to  move  foodstuffs  etc.,  which  would  have  been  affected. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  ever 
willing  co-operation  on  all  matters  affecting  the  public  health  of  the 
town.
